The 
"Enemy Within" became panic stricken - they knew 
that unless that 'Tract" was discredited and "killed" 
a Congressional investigation was inevitable - and 
that would mean the end of the UN 1 1 1 , And 
then the State Department came to the rescue of the 
Conspirators - they issued an "official statement"

theatres would quickly kill off pro-Red films 
and drive the Reds out of the industry.

On the evening of the highly vaunted Premiere of that Film our 
pickets silently and quietly handed one of those “Tracts” to 
every individual who approached the Box-office. 

Tk iii it! The next day the whole story broke in all the news* 
papem (and, later, magazines) throughout the nation, The 
Catholic War Veterans, in New Jersey (using the same lei 
Stars tract) picketed the Premiere of a new Charlie Chaplin 
Film— the American Legion did a similar job in Chicago-^nd 
soon there were hundreds oj thousands of copies oj the “Tract” 
circulating throughout the nation,

THEIR DEFENSE: “PROVE IT"

Immediately upon the appear® of the “Tract” aE of 
those named in it began to scream Mr “innocence.” Even 
those who had leen ofiddly identified as registered Com- 
nmists screamed alibis and “explanations” ... and then the 
Masterminds” came up wit a brilliant “defense”: they 
triumphantly pointed-^ self righteous indignation- to the 
fact that the . Tract” did not contain one shred of evidence of

And, strangely, many people believed that “defense” , , , 
and very quickly we (CEG) began to receive letters (contain- 
ing the replies of the Sponsors) demanding “proof-letters 
charging us with “ smearing innocent people”— -letters accusing 
us of “ character assassination,”

“DOCUMENTATIONS" BOOK KILLS THAT “DEFENSE” 

— • — 

We quickly decided to torpedo that “defense”— we compiled 
and published ^DOCUMENTATIONS of the RED STARS in 
HOLLYWOOD,” a hundred page book, in which we published 
the full pro-Communist activities of every individual we 
named in our “Tract,” and we fortified it by providing the 
names of the official Government Agencies whence we had 
derived our information; to-wit: HUAC; the California State 
Fact-Finding Committee; the D, S. Attorney General’s office 
■(FBI), etc, , , , and we inserted a notation in the “Tract” that 
this book of “ proofs ” was available at }1,0Q per copy, 

With that, all the screamings of “innocence,” of alibis, of 
“ explanations faded away to a whisper-that barrage of 


letters to our office died down to a trickle , , , and the Master- 
minds of the Conspiracy sadly resigned themselves to another 
period of “ill quiet on the Hollwyooi Front,” 

But, alack and alas, that wasn’t the end of the catastrophe 
for them. When the “Documentations” book became available, 
the demand for our “RED STARS” tract zoomed , . , and with 
that a barrage of letters began pouring into the offices of 
HUAC— and, lo and behold, HUAC ordered a new series of 
Hearings (those famous televised ones in 19S1 ), during which 
approximately ninety per cent of the persons named in our 
“Tract” were cited as registered Communist Party members 
and/or members and zealous functionaries in Red Fronts and 
other Communistic activities, In addition, the Hearings fer- 
reted out SCORES of others in the New York area whom we 
had not listed, 

And once again Hollywood resounded with the anguished 
cries of the Moguls— and once again there was a panicky 
Sight back to New York and Europe of all the Reds who had 
been stealthily slithering back into their old jobs on the Holly- 
wood Lots, 

Now, after that second disastrous debacle, you’d think the 
Masterminds would have “called it a day,” But, as I have re- 
peatedly warned: the Reds never quit, They merely went un- 
derground again— and proceeded to work out new “techniques” 
with which to lull the American people back into slumber- 
land, They were amazing, almost unbelievable, “techniques,” 
one of which had (unti then) presumed-to -be loyal American 
Stars touring the nation and proclaiming far and wide that not 
only were all the Reds driven out of Filmland, but, “, , , there 
isrlt even a Fellow-Traveler left on the Hollywood scene.”

All 
the artist had to do was write the “Committee” a little note 
stating: “I was unjustly accused,” or “J was duped,” and the 
Committee promptly issued to him (or her) a “Clearance” 
certificate— and, in some special cases, they fortified the 
“clearance” with a “Certificate of Commendation , , . and, 
brother, did those “ unjustly accuse F artists— a/mZ their 
SPONSORS- 11 make hay” with those clearances, At the height 
of this technique, GeorgeSokolsky, “chairman” of the “Com- 
mittee,” announced that they had “cleared approximately 300

Now, in all the Hearings until then HUAC had cited a total 
of approximately 300 Reds and Fellow-Travelers— our “Tract” 
and book named between 200 and 300, Thus the “Clearance 
Committee” obviously " clearei ’ ill of them!

, , , we warned that “Rat-Pack” Leader Frank Sinatra had 
contracted Sam Mate, another of the infamous“Hollywood 
Ten,” to write the script for his next film , , , we warned about 
the coming Kirk Douglas production of “SPARTACUS”, book 
by Communist Howard Fast, adaptation by DALTON TRUMBO 
, , , we warned of the impending “ON THE BEACH,” the 
Film that was to SH1ME the heriem people into demanding 
that our government UNILATERALLY abadon aE Nuclear 
tests ad destroy all our nuclear DEFENSE weapons! In short, 
we warned of all the Rungs that were being planned by the 
Reds in Hollywood, 

But we didn’t get very far— Because we were all alone in our 
efforts— not a newspaper, not a magazine, published a word 
about it, And our “News-Bulletin” didn’t have sufficient cir- 
culation to do the job. Thereupon, we decided upon a drastic 
step, In June (1959) we issued a SPECIAL BULLETIN: “in 
Urgent Faming To M hericans-W REDS ARE BACK 
INHOLLYWOOD!!! In that SPECIAL VABNING I told the 
whole story of that new “technique”— and warned of all the 
pro-Communist Films that were to serve as “come-back veh- 
icles” for all of the most flagrant Reds.

We had been aware of the growing “apathy” of 
the people about the Hollywood-TV condition , , . we hnew it 
because in 1957 and 1958 the demand for our “RED STARS” 
tract was slowly but surely diminishing, But with the appear- 
ance of the “SPECIAL BULLETIN” the demand JUMPED! 
But, even more important, at -their State Convention, the 
California Department of the American Legion issued THREE

TACUS” and “EXODUS” and those other (mentioned) Films 
already in work- but it did halt many other similar Films in

However, that is not the end of the story-because THE

That was the UKASE issued by the Hollywood Commissars 
after that last debacle in Russia, Ukase is an OFFICIAL

We recently read a news article in the February l£, ip62 
issue of The Cooperative Consumer to the effect that there will be 
a television showing of Chet Huntley’s "untold story of the American 
farmer" entitled "The Land" on March 13, 1?62 at 9 P.M. CST on the 
NBC-TV network. 

We are enclosing a circular by Cinema Education'al Guild, 
Inc., P. 0. Box 1+6205, Hollywood 1+6, California which lists Chet 
Huntley. The documented book entitled "Red Stars" suggests that 
one send for the special bulletin entitled "The Strange Cases of 
Chet Huntley and Edward A. Murrow". 

If this is not enough to warrant your attention, let us 
inform you that we have information that the farm sale portion of 
the film was taken in our county, Cass County, Nebraska. Our local 
auctioneer said it was the poorest sale he had ever cried in respect 
to run down buildings and machinery. When he saw that the presence 
of television cameras was distracting the attention of his bidders, 
he turned the crying over to his assistant and talked to the camera 
operators pointing out to them that this was not a representative 
sale, but one of extremely low quality. When he questioned them 
as to why they filmed this sale, the only answer was "This is the 
one we chose". He told them of three other sales that were average 
and suggested that they would have been much more representative if 
they had filmed any one of these three sales. He also told them 
he knew many young farmers farming 1+00 to 700 acres. 

We have questioned some of your shows in the past, but had 
no prooi of first hand information like this. As to its being repre- 
sentative, we believe it is extremely important that you censure the 
kinds of programs to be televised over NBC and tell stories of how 
this country was built and the importance of patriotism, not the pro- 
duction of the worst kind of conditions which do not represent even 
the average American citizen.
